only tonight but all day tomorrow 


The decision to sit on Sunday was not 


reached without some hesitation, but 
was deeded upon as necessary to ex-

I of the conference so far has been giv >n 
to Senate amendments over 
which 


there is comparatively little dispute 
there has been more 01 less discussion 
of some of the more difficult problems 
and one of these Is th-e form of the re- 
ciprocity provision of the bill

The topic of the week has been the 


grand chorus 
concert given by the 


Christian Endeavor. The air has been 
filled with congratulations for A. M. 
Benham, who led the mammoth chorus 
so easily and gracefully. 


There were many Oaklanders in the 


chorus, arud the star players of the or- 
chestra were members of the organiza- 
tion 
of

Chinch, so there was a decidedly per- 
sonal 
interest in the concert, and a 


warm feeling of pride that It was such 
a success. 


There were fully 2,000 voices in the 


chorus and the effect OS this number in 
the grand HalleluJaJi chorus was elec- 
trifying. There was none of the over- 
powering sound which might be expec t- 
ed from so many voices; it was on the 
contrary, a gre-at flood of mus-le. The 
rhythm was perfect, the shading de.i- 
cate and intelligent, and fhi- great vol-

W. J. McCoy's march was effective as

Some of it arrived ahead of the owners, 
and some of it is still on the road. 


ARRIVAL HERE. 


As the Southern Pacific Company had 


nothing to do but to receive the mater- 
ial 
as it arrived, the employes were 


compelled to take it just as it came, 
and it came piling up in mountainous 
stacks, frcriue'ntly only with intervals 
of half an hour. There was no means 
by «vhich the stuff could be assorted af 
to roads, because all of it had come 
over -several lines. There w.is nothing 
to be gained by piling it according to 
the arrival of the train on which it was 
brought because the owner, when he 
did not come with his baggage could 
not possibly know to what train to re- 
fer as bringing his property. 


There 
was 
nothing thc-refore that 


could be done save to pile the material 
in large renvs with the checks hanging 
on one side and there let the several 
pieces be found as best they could by 
the railroad men, the transfer men and 
owners. 


At the end of each of one of those 


piles, a man was stationed and he waf 
supplied with a list of every trunk In 
the pile, showing the initials of the rail- 
road which had checked it and, at *h- 
same time, the number of the check. 


This 
was a convenience which en 


abled the seeker for luggage to deter- 
mine whether or not his or her goods- 
were in that particular pile. In order 
therefore, 
to find whether or not f 


trunk had come, it would be necessar> 
to 
scan all those lists, a job w hii-l 


could not be accomplished without con 
siderable trouble and a great deal o 
patience. 


THE TRANSFER SYSTEM. 


San Francisco has a number of trans- 


fer companies, and these have been do- 


ing a la id-office business since the rush 
began. The work, however, will nut be 
as profliable as it otherwise would, be- 
cause they have been compelled to em- 
ploy an extra force of men to handle 
thi' goods, and especially to find tho 
packages which they are commissioned 
to hantle. Some of these companies 
received orders to deliver thousands of 
trunks, and to find a single trunk in 
those Immense piles, even it it had ar- 
rived on the ground, was like flndins 
the mibMng needle in a hay stack. 
The means employed by the compan- 
ies was a tedious one but it was. the 
only one which suggested itself to those 
men of experience. 
Two employes were assigned a num- 
ber of piles at the ferry depot. One of 
these nvn held a list of check numbers, 
each -lumber showing also the railroad 
which had tagged the baggage. The 
other man went slowly by each pile, 
carefully reading aloud the number ol 
each chick. If that number, \vilh the 
name o-' the same railroad, happened 
to be o i the list hold by the man. it 
proved that that WHS a trunk which 
their transfer company was commis- 
sioned t > handle. The men then placed 
a transl.jr check on the package. The 
packacre 
was pulled out of the pile, 
placed vith others on a -vagon and sent 
to its d"sl mation. 
As may be imagined tois was a slow 
and tireiome method, and required that 
the san-e piles should 'be examined in 
the same manner after the arrival of 
each train which brought new trunks 
to the f 'ont. 
Railway men and transfer men, how- 


ever, wi're not the only persons who 
engaged In this work of reclamation 
The ou ners of mls.-mg goods took a 
hand ai d all dav long and sometimes 
far into Ihe night, frequently, the un- 
availing search was maintained. 


AOL KINDS OF PEOPLE. 


Some of the searchers had nothing to 


indicate that they were Christian 13n- 
deavorei'S, and some of them, by their 
language, took especial pains to show 
that they d'ld not belong to that organ- 
ization. 
They were prolific of objur- 
gations and the frequency which they 
consigm-d everything and everybody

fortunate railroad people a misery. 
'Even Christian Endeavorers at times 


were strongly moved to a vexatious 
temperament, 
and 
frequently 
they 
were impelled to tears. As a rule, how- 
ever, they displayed a meekness and 
resl'gnalion which «as edifying. Many 
of them, especially the ladles presented 
said pictures as they sat with an air 
of rnelat choly among som« dirty trunks 
and with a far-away look meditated 
upon the comforts of home and 
the 
misery of being among strangers with- 
out a change of apparel, and that too, 
when the climate and occasion suggest 
ed neat less and variety. 
Th'e hearts of the rough and burly 
trunk handlers went out in sympathy 
to these sufferers frequently and, it was 
not an infrequent occurrence to hear 
one of fie big hearted fellows say: 
"Don'i he troubled, Miss. We'll get 


your baggage in a minute." At the 
same t:me he might not have the re- 
motest idea as to where the missing 
trunk -nas to lie found. 
"See here, lady, I'l wait on you next. 
Now don't trouble yourself, and we'll 
fix you out all light for tonight's meet- 
ins at t»e pavilion, see if we don't." 
Such Assurances, given in the tender- 
est voiees which men could use, who 
are accustomed to shouting against 
the whistling of engines and the roar 
of street traffic were appreciated 
by 
the disconsolate ones. 


VINKGARY TEMPERAMENTS. 


Far different, however, was the treat- 


ment ai corded those of vinegary terh- 
peramerts. whose persistency greatly 
annoyed the haniKers of the 'ba ;gage 


'A notable instance was that of low- 


size, rot'ird, greasy, florid woman, with 
a lliin peevish husband, who had in- 
flicted the baggage men nearly all day. 
The ton tn had disposed of the pair 
some time before by intimating that 
they need'ed to cultivate politeness even 
if they were talking only to tmggage 
men. 
Finally the couple agarin made their 


appearance and one of the 
transfer 
men, in i rather sarcastic manner, ask- 
ed the woman whether or not she had 
found the trunk she bad been looking 
foi. a,nd tho reply to the question was- 
"Naw an' i ain't a goin' to nuther. 


It's my belief you men have just brok- 
en the trunk an' are hldin' it on us." 
"Yes," chipped in the husband. "And 


I'll mak" the railroad company pay me 
for it, loo " 
This was too much for the transfer 
man, wro had had too much already to 
do with the couple, so he brought the 
dialogue to a close in this fashion. 
"I'm not a railroad man leddy, an' 
the sam-1 to you mister man," address- 
ing the husband, "but I've got a nickel 
here an' I'll bet I'll cover all you've 
lo^r in t lat old trunk, if it is lost." 
Thn husband and wife left the scene 


without a formal adieu but with eyes 
flashing anger, \\hlle the rough 'bag- 
gage mi n enjoyed their discomfiture. 


VRAR1NG THE END. 


The U st of the special trains from 


the Ea.st arrived last night, shortly be- 
fore midnig-ht, and with it ceased the 
great rush of trunks. 


Today the work of thinning out the 


enormous pile was continued without 
the inconvenience and discouragement 
of continually arriving loads by way of 
accessions. 
As a i onseciuenro, the attack on the 


immensi stacks seemed to have a more 
noticeable effect, and hand trueks, ex- 
press WE gons and immense drays were 
kept bu;y taking away the goode. The 
work wi I be continued tomorrow, Mon- 
day and the next day. In fact until no 
trunk or satchel remains for whieli a 
claim is made. 
Several days must certainly elapse 


before even the greater part of the bag- 
gage can be taken away and the incon- 
venience of its owners may therefore 
be imagined. It is not all improbable 
that ma ly of the delegates to the con- 
vention now here may be required to 
return to their homes In the Ea.st, about 
the time they can get t'heir baggage. 


Tliis, i'f courpp, would be a most un- 


[ortunat 1 occuirence, but it is one of 
the disadvantages which result from 
the present practice of having periodi- 
cal great gatherings in one place, al- 
though the anroyance in this instance 
is due not to any negligence at this 
end of t.ie route, but the helter-skelter 
style of handling baggage by all the 
roads in the East leading to San Fran- 
cisco. 
Amid all the noise, bustle, tumult, 
vexation and delirium which have sig- 
nalized -his glut of baggage, no man 
has been more composed, more self- 
possessed, more cheerful in answering 
i thousand and one quest-ions, more 
tender of the feelinffs of the a'nnoyed 
ines thun Thomas Carothera of this 
city, the general baggage agent of the 
Southern Pacific. He has borne him- 
ielf in a manner which has commend- 
jd itself to everybody who knows the 
nnoyance which «uch a cloying can 
iccasion 'He has not been to his home 
lince la it Monday and he does not 
Wnk he will be able to get there be- 
'oix: the embargo has been removed. 
Je has in army of men under him and 
•hey in their devotion to their trying 
duty ha'-e been Inspired by him in his 
gentleness and experience.

These 
will include deputy collectors of cus- 
toms, who are in charge of sub-stations 
artd deputy collectors of internal re- 
venu.i'/ ivho have charge of the distri- 
bution of revenue stamps. , 


There are approximately 150 places 


in each class. It is not proposed, how- 
ever, to exempt the places from ex- 
amination.

That 
there should be such an ac- 


cumulation of baggage when, the thou- 
sands of the owners must be in San 
Francisco, awaiting the same is a-'sur- 
prise to people who cannot understand 
how such a congestion was rendered 
possible. And yet, this is not the only 
strange feature of the occurrence be- 
cause there are thousands of pieces of 
baggage on hand, the 'owners of whinh 
are 
still traveling by slow degrees 
through the East. 


HOW. IT OCCURRED. 


In some of the large gatherings in 


the East, the total number of pieces of 
baggage of strangers handled during 
certain 
celebrations was, of course, 


greater than 
in this case, but they 
were divided up in some instances be- 
tween twenty.and thirty railway com- 
panies. Even 
then, the resources of 


each, company were taxed to the ut- 
most. 


In this case, the conditions tare re- 
versed. Instead of the railroads cen- 
tralizing their patronage in twenty or 
thirty depots in the city where the cel- 
ebration was being held, they hove all 
been pouring their patronage into one. 
Every piece of baggage belonging to 
the Christian Endeavorers and to thou- 
sands of others who have taken ad- 
vantage 
01? the lo\v fares, has been 
checked to San Francisco. This was 
checked 
by eastern roads, and those 


roads did not care how or whc-n the 
baggage reached here. They'were in- 
terested 
only in getting- it ofC their 
hands, and they got rid of it as best 
they could and it was their manner ot 
getting rid of it that has caused all this 
trouble.

gether on the same train was separated 
and 
divided up among other trains. 


Some ot it arrived ahead of the owners, 
and some of it is still on the road. 


ARRIVAL HERE. 


As the Southern Pacific Company had 


nothing to do but to receive the mater- 
ial 
as it arrived, the employes were 


compelled to take it just as it came, 
and it came piling up in mountainous 
stacks, frequently only with Intervals 
ol! half an hour. There was no means 
by which the stuff could be assorted as 
to roads, because ail of it had come 
over several lines. There was nothing 
to be gained by piling- it according to 
the arrival o( the train on which it was 
brought because the owner, when he 
did not come with his baggage could 
not possibly know to what train to re- 
fer as bringing his property. 


There 
was nothing thc-refore that 


could be done save to pile the material 
in large rows with the checks hanging 
on one side and there let the several 
pieces be found as best they could by 
the railroad men, the transfer men and 
ownors. 
At the end of each of^ one ol.' those 


piles, a man was statlone/d and he was 
supplied with a list of every trunk in 
the pile, showing the initials of the rail- 
road which had checked it and, at th; 
same time, the number of the check. 
This 
was a convenience which en- 
abled the seeker for luggage to deter 
mine whether or not hi? or her good? 
were in that particular pile. In order 
therefore, 
to find whether or not r 
trunk had come, it would be necessary 
to 
se:an all. those lists, a: job whip! 


could not be accomplished without con- 
siderable trouble and a great deal o.'

THE.TRANSFER SYSTEM. 


San Francisco has: a number of'trans- 


fer companies, and these have been do- 


ing a .-land-office business since the rush 
began. The work, however, wilt no'.tilw 
as'profltablc as it otherwise would, be- 
cause they have been compelled.'to em- 
ploy an extra force of men to handle 
the goods, and especially to" flnd tho 
packages which they are commissioned 
to handle. Some of these companies 
received orders to deliver thousands of 
trunks, and to find a single trunk'in 
those immense piles, even if it had ar- 
rived on the ground, was like nnbUrir 
the missing needlp In a hay stack. ... 
The means employed by the compan- 


ies was a tedious one but it was the 
only one which suggested itself to these 
men of experience. 
Two employes were assigned a num- 
ber of piles at the ferry depot. One of 
these men held a list of check numbe'rs, 
each number showing also the railroad 
which had tagged the baggage. The 
other man went slowly by each pile, 
carefully reading aloud the number of 
each check. If that number, with the 
name of the same railroad, happened 
to be on the list held by the man. it 
proved that that was.a trunk which 
their transfer company was commis- 
sioned to handle. The men then placed 
a transfer check on the package. The 
package 
was pulled out of the pile, 
placed with others on a -wagon and sent 
to its destination. 
As may be inianined this was a slow 


and tiresome method, ancl required that 
the same piles should 'be examined in 
the same manner after the arrival of 
each train which bro'iight new trunks 
to the front. 
Railway men and transfer men, how- 
ever, were not the onl-y persons who 
engaged in this work of reclamation. 
The owners of missing goods took a 
hand and all day long and sometimes 
far into the night, frequently, the un- 
availing search was maintained. 


•ALL KINDS OF PEOPLE. 


Some of the searchers had nothing to 


indicate that they w-ere Christian En- 
deavorers, and some of them, by their 
language, took especial pains to show 
that they oUd not belong to that organ- 
ization. They were prolific of objur- 
gations and the frequency which they 
consigned everything and . everybody 
to perdition showed them to 'be lament- 
ably in .need of the ministrations of

swore and made the lives of the un- 
fortunate railroad people a misery. 


'Even Christian Endeavorers at times 


were strongly moved to a vexatious 
temperament, 
and 
frequently 
they 
were impelled to tears. As a rule, how- 
ever, they displayed a meekness and 
resignation which was edifying. .Many 
of them, especially the ladies presented 
said pictures as they.sat with an air 
o£ melancholy among some dirty trunks 
and with a far-away look meditated 
upon the comforts of home and 
the 


misery of being among strangers with- 
out a change of apparel, and that too, 
when the climate and occasion suggest- 
ed neatness and variety. 
The hearts of the rough and burly 


trunk handlers went out in sympathy 
to these sufferers frequently and, It was 
not an infrequent occurrence to hear 
one of the big hearted fellows say: 
"Don't be troubled, Miss. We'll g«t 
your baggage in a -minute." At the 
.same time" he misht not have, the re- 
motest idea as to where the missing 
trunk was to be found. 
"See here, lady, I'll wait on you next. 


Now don't trouble yourself, and we'll 
flx, y.oUvOUt.:all right for tonight's meet- 
in'g at'the; payl'ion, see if we ..don't." 
'•Such assurances, .given In the'tender- 
est voices which men could; use, who 
are accustomed to shouting against 
the whistling of engines and the roar 
of street traffic were appreciated 
by 


the disconsolate ones. 


VINEGAR^ TEMPERAMENTS. 


'Far different,'however, was the treat- 


ment accorded those of vinegary, tem- 
peraments, whose persistency greatly 
annoyed the handlers of the Tjajfgage. 


'A notable instance was that of low- 


size, rotund, greasy, florid woman, with 
a thin peevish husband, who had in- 
flicted the baggage men nearly all day. 
The '\jnan hafl 
disposed of the pair 


some time before by intimating that 
they need'ed to cultivate politeness even 
If they were talking only to baggage 
men. 
Finally the couple agadn made their 


appearance and one of the 
transfer 


men. In a rather sarcastic manner, ask- 
ed the woman whether or not she had 
found the trunk she had been looking 
for, und the reply to the question was: 
"Naw an' 1 ain't a goin' to nuther. 


It's my belief you men have Just brok- 
en the trunk an' are hidin' It on us." 
"Yes," chipped in the husband. "And 


I'll make the railroad company pay me 
for it, too." 
This was too much for the transfer 


man, who had had too much already to 
do with the couple, so ne brought the 
dialogue to a close in this fashion. 


"I'm not a railroad man leddy, an' 


the same to you mister man," address- 
ing the husband, "but I'Ve got a nickel 
here an' I'll bet I'll cover all you've 
lost in that old trunk, if it is lost." 
The husband and wife left the scene 


wtithout a formal adieu but with eyes 
flashing anger, while the rough 'bag- 
gage men enjoyed their discomfiture. ' 


NEARINO THE END. 


The last of the special trains from 


the -East arrived last night, shortly be- 
fore midnight, and with it ceased the 
great rush of trunks. 


Today the .work of thinning out the 


enormous pile was continued without 
the inconvenience and discouragement 
of continually arriving loads by way of 
accessions. 


As a consequence, the attack on the 


immense stacks seemed to have a more 
noticeable effect, and hand trucks, ex- 
press wagons and immense drays were 
kept busy taking away the goode. The 
work will be continued tomorrow, Mon- 
day and the next day, in fact until no 
trunk or satchel remains for which a 
claim is made. 


Several days must certainly elapse 


before even the greater part of the bag- 
gage can be taken away and the incon- 
venience of its owners may therefore 
be imagined. It la not all Improbable 
that many of the delegates to the con- 
vention now here may be "required to 
return to their homes In the East, about 
the time they oan get t'helr baggage. 


This,'of course, wquld be a most un- 


fortunate occurrence, taut it is one of 
the disadvantages which result from 
thespresent practice of having periodi- 
cal great gatherings In one place, al- 
though-the annoyance In this instance 
is due not to any negligence at this 
end of the route, but the helter-skelter 
style of handling baggage by all the 
roads in the East .leading to San Fran- 
cisco.
